former police officials in Beria’s 
home state of Georgia were exe 
outed for carrying out plots by 
the executed .secret police head, 
covering up his misdeeds and fra rn 
ing his enemies. 
in addition two others were sen 
truced to prison term s of 25 years, 
a broadcast from Tiflis, capital of 
Bandit Queen 
Arrested by 


the Georgia republic, reported. 
It was the biggest purge since 
Beria himself was tired as Soviet 
secret police chief early in the 
reign of Georgi Malenkov and shot 
in December of 1953 for allegedly 
plotting against Malenkov’s govern­ 
ment and the Soviet communist 
system 
' Last December four Beria ac­ 
complices were shot in a follow­ 
up purge sweeping G eo rg ia-h o t 
bed of Beria men and home of 
both Beria and the late Josef Sta­ 
lin. 
But after Malenkov resigned in 
February, a new era of bloodless 
tranquility seemed to dawn in Rus 
sia under 
Prem ier Nikolai 
Bul­ 
ganin and Communist Party Chief 
Nikita Khrushchev. Today’s Tiflis 
Radio broadcast abruptly squashed 
any theories 
that blood purges 
went out with Malenkov

C#y On Capture 
Fitzgerald had been on Maggie’s 
trail for months, but she expressed 
coy surprise that he recognized 
her because she had put on a lit­ 
tle weight. 
“ Queen Maggie” had gone on a 
two-year crime spree following her 
release from serving a y ear’s term 
cfi a narcotics* charge. 
Police said 
she bossed one of the city’s slick 
f*t stickup gangs, often standing 
on the sidelines during robberies 
to shout orders to her male follow 
er« 
Police 
Commissioner 
Timothy 
O’Connor called her “ one of the 
most sharp w itted women we have 
ever dealt with” and placed her 
at the top of the city’s list of most 
wanted criminals. 
“ Queen Maggie,” the wife of a 
convict serving time in Stottville 
Penitentiary, thus became the most 
sought for woman in Chicago since 
Mary Collins, the ’’kiss of death” 
girl of the Roaring 20s. M ary’s tal­ 
ent was fingering victims for gang­ 
sters’ guns by kissing them. 
Maggie’s alleged crim es includ­ 
ing a $3,000 currency exchange 
stickup ami a $100,000 jewelry store 
robbery. 
She was also wanted in 
connection with at least one m ur­ 
der and two bank robberies and 
was suspected of being a major 
heroin “ pusher.”

er such as became available in the 
development of the Columbia Riv­ 
er area on the West Coast.,” he 
said. 
“ With cheap power, you get 
industry.”

ter how you slice it. you alway - get 
the btrd. 
Here are IO simple rules: 
1 Be prepared. 
Pick a quarrel 
with your wife Thanksgiv ing morn­ 
ing. 
Contend you don’t have the 
proper carving knives 
Nine tim e­ 
out of ten, she’ll end up by carving 
it herself. 
2 Be ingenious. 
Invite a guest
